Therefore, I propose that we have S&T brief us on its NON-ETS projects and we 
decide who each and every one of these projects gets transferred to. We would 
also find out what potentially valuable resources S&T has built up over the 
years which we could continue to tap into, although now by different users.I 
think it would be shortsighted if we were to ignore useful institutional memory 
and contacts that S&T has built up over the years. 

This approach seems preferable to the seemingly endless piecemeal disclosure 
which we (or at least I) am compelled to rely on to find out what’s going on 
at S&T.
